a statement issue«! today 
by 
the 
state hoard of health. 
D. 
J. 
N. 
Hurty added that one half of the 
counties o f the state had smallpox 
to a marke«! degree and 
that 
in 
many counties, 
particularly 
Lake 
an«l Blackford, 
the 
schools 
were 
closed. 
“ Fortunately the eases are mild,” 
he said, “the pox is more prevalent 
in Lake and adjoining counties than 
anywhere else, though it is through­ 
out the state. 
Schools have 
also 
been closed in Northern 
Delaware 
county.” 
Dr. Hurty explained 
that 
there 
was no “cause” for 
the 
epidemic 
except that “microbes 
have 
just 
been parsed around” 
by 
infected 
persons. 
He said one infected per­ 
son could infect a whole neighbor­ 
hood, and he recommended vaccina­ 
tion as the only preventative. 
V ac­ 
cination, he said, is a certain, sure, 
safe preventative.
